Once more the Post-DIsPATcH rends the veil 
of secresy with which the investigation of crime 
and conspiracy in St. Louis has been covered, 
and floods with the light of day the dark and se- 
cret coverts of the Grand Jury room. 

Below will be found, word for word, the testi- 
mony of Chief of Police Campbell and of Alex. W. 
Kinkead,ex-Police Commissioner,before the Grand 
Jury, documents which demand the study of 
every honest citizen in the town, matter wbich 
willastonish and alarm every reader. 

We make neither comment nor note upon this 
testimony—it speaks for itself in clarion tones. 
Here will be found the explanation of much that 
was obscure and unintelligible in the develop- 
ments of the Police Board scandals.

This evidence every paper in St. Louis has been 
striving to secure since it was knowpv that it was 
in existence. The Post-DISPATCH, as usual, pre- 
sents the testimony to the town, one of the neatest 
scoops in the history of St. Louis journalism. 

GRAND JoRY Room, Four a hg 
Thursday, Septemper 20, 1883. 

John W. Campbell, being duly sworn, testified: 

By Mr. Hitchcock: 

Q.—We have asked you tocome before us that 
we may investigate a certain matter that the 
papers have taken up and_ “several indi 
viduals have spoken to members of this 
Grand Juty about, namely, the difficulties that 
are supposed to exist in the Police Board, and, so 
far as you knuw, what these difficulties are, the 
occasions for them and what they are about. 
When were you appointed Chief? A.—August 2, 
1882. 

Q.—And whatis your position? A.—Chief of Po- 
lice, 

Q.—When you were appointed? A.—I was Cap- 
tain of Police when I was appointed and Iwas 
promoted to the rank of Chief. 

Q.—When you were 
were members of the Boarda? 
X. McCabe, Daniel Kerwin, 
and Caruth. 

Q.—The Board has since been somewhat 
changed? A.—Yes, sir; by the resignation of 
Frank X. McCabe andthe appointment of Dr. 
Lutz. 

Q.—When you were first appointed$Chief, what 
powers were given you, that is, powers that were 
different in any respect from those of your prede- 
cessors? A.—I cannot say that they were, sir. 
Mr. Kerwin told me when I made my appearance 
before him on the first day I came to the office to 
take charge of the force, that I was to have en- 
tire control of the department; that he 
wanted to see it made a success, but further than 
that he gave me no further instructions that 
day. 

Q.—Then you were chief not only of the police 
force, but of the detective force as well? A.—Yes, 
sir. 

Q.— Were anv special orders given you with re- 
gard to the suppression of lottery or gambling,etc? 
A.—Well, sir; the matter has comeup so often 
and has been discussed by Mr. Kerwin and my- 
self, I hardiy Know how to answer your question. 
When Mr. Kerwin first came in there, and‘ gam- 
bling and lottery was spoken of, he seemed aeter- 
mined to break it up, and we did raid two gam- 
bling houses in October, broke them up, and I 
raided two lottery schemes since. 

2. That was up to last October, was it? A.— 
Well, up to the present time,sir. In Octo- 
ber we made the first raid on gamblers. 

Q.—Of last year? A.—Yes. sir, just before the 
fair. 

Q.—So far as you know fof gambling, you con- 
tinued your efforts to suppress it? A.—I have, 
sir. 

Q.—Up tothe present time? <A.—I have sir. 
Excuse me, one moment, with the exception I

Q.—Then what? A.—Th@ Morning that the 
Board met, the Mayor sent for a copy of the 
resolution and he sent for M®, ana said: “Cnief, 
I don’t think this. takes the ehtiré contro! out of 
your hand. Do you think this is right?” 
After reading it I said:. “I think there must 
be some mistake about’ it,” ana I sent 
over to the office for a copy of the Fesolution, and 
it was simply a mistake, amd being told by Mr. 
Kerwin that I had nothing moré to do with it, I 
kept my hands off. 

Q.—That was up to last Tuesday? A.—Yes, 
sir. 

Q.—What occurred then? A.—Well, they passed 
a resolution that Sergeant: Boyd,in connection 
with myself, should suppress gambling and lot- 
tery. i 

Q.—Did that board,or any member of it,cive you 
any instructions since as tohow you should sup- 
press gambling? A.—No, sif, 

Q.—Has the Board, or any member of the Board, 
interfered with you? A.—I) can-¥emember one 
case particularly. Arthur Lyons started up here, 
I think it ls three weeks ago; I don’t remember 
the date exactly; and I got/my <gyidence, very 
near as much as I wanted, and i spoke to Mr. 
Kerwin about it. *‘What shail I do? Shall I raia 
this man?” He said: “Hold on dntil I see cer- 
tain parties.” Whom he was goin®'to see I didn’t 
know, and don’t know up © the-present time. 
I held off, and a couple of days after this Arthur 
Lyons closed up his place, and after that Mr. 
Kerwin came te me and told me to break him up. 
lt was the second day after [had spoken to him 
about breaking it up. They had run two days 
while I was getting my evidemce, Afterwards he 
closed up. , 

Q.—Up to the time when the Board put Ser- 
geant Boyd in charge. of the detectives, up to that 
time had you any case in hand, or were you work- 
ing up any evidence, accumulating any evidenee? 

A.—I was, sir. 

Q.—What? A.—I was aceumulating evidence 
against what is called “The Combination Turf 
Exchange.” I hadn’t been a®lete find out who 
the owners were, and I placed thatin the hands 
of Sergeant Boyd, ana since that time warrants 
have been sworn out agains$ some of them—so 
Sergeant Boyd told me. J transacted all my 
business with Mr. Kerwin, @xeeptin the change 
of men. 

Q.—How did you loK on that order 
yourself? How aid you took at eit? 
A.—I thought, sir, it-was to ftake it entirely out 
of my hands. I didn’t Suit the parties that were 
working up the gambling business here, and they 
knew that I was determined tobreak it up. They 
knew of it since last October, 

Q.—Can you give any reason why that resulted? 
A.—I cannot, sir. ‘ 

(.—Have you any suspicions? A.—-I have my 
suspicions. | | 

Q.— Well, I think we ought to know what they 
are. A.—I believe, ef «Shere is a 
ring here, and [I fGelieye the men 
were informed of the fact, and tofake this out of 
my hands altogether and ibiy‘thar, they could 
control Sergant Boyd—I 4d kiiow about thats 
possibly—and they knew could not control 
me and were determined to gif'me out. 
Q—Whatled you to believe’ : 

A.~Frem Bar. Sa 
and turning over 
me, and I said, “Now, you know I have 
no more to do with this gambling busi- 
nesg, I will do no more about it,” I says, 
‘‘If twenty houses were to open up aad run, I 
will have nothing to do with it.” Hesaid; “‘That’s 
what 1 want you to say. Ilwill tell these parties 
about it.” That is what leads me to suspect 
there was something wrong. 

Q@.—At the time this raid was made and this 
resolution Was passed appointing Boyd Chief of 
Detectives, did you have any conversation with 
any member of the Board, or did any of them have 
any with you with reference to what they would 
like you to do or not to do? A.—NoO, sit. 

Q.—That, is in reference to interfering with 
Boyd’s action? A.—No, sir. I simply turned the 
matter over to Mr. Boyd, and Mr. Kerwin gave 
me to understand that I would have nothing more 
to do with it. 

Q.—Didn’t any one of them tell you, in the event 
of the appointment being made—of Boyd’s ap 
pointment as chief of detectives—wasn’t, some of 
them solicitous to know whether or not you 
would continue your operations? A.—That is 
the point I gave you. Mr. Kerwin spoke to 
me in this wav to know what I would say,I sup- 
pose, when he turned over the patrol business to 
me, and when I told him if twenty houses were to 
open up I would have nothing todo with It, he 
said: “That’s what I wanted youto say,and I 
will tell these parties about it.” 

Q.—That is Mr. Kerwin, vice-president of the 
board? A,—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Did you have at that time any 
other conversation with Mr. Kerwin, 
or with any of the other Commissioners? 
A.—Not with any other of the Commissioners. I 
spoke always to Mr. Kerwin. I transacted ali my 
business with him, except as to changing the 
men. Icannot remember apy other, Mr. Hitch- 
cock, at this time that would give you any light 
on that subject. 

Q.—But the impression made at that time in 
your mind was that they were to take 
the matter out of your hands unless 
vou would give up on the gamblers? 
A.—Yes, sir. They knew that they could not 
keep my hands off. When this acton the part of 
the Board— Of course I cannot disobey an or- 
der of the Board, 

Q.—Did any member at that time ask you why 


you didn’t take a “tumble” as they ,call it, and 
What they wanted to do? A.—Mr. Kerwin made 
a remark to me that oné of the members of the 
Board made that remark to him, but why he made 
it ldon’t Know. Mr. Kerwin said to me— 
I don’t Know whether it was Lutz or Caruth, says: 
‘‘He is damn hard to tumble,” or “Take tumble to 
myself,” but I didn’t pay any attention to it be- 
cause | had made up my mind what to do. 

Q,—Mr. Kerwin said thatone of them said— 
what were the words? A.—That it was damn 
hard for me to tumble or tumble to myself. 

Q.—You understood. of course, at that time that 
the board, whai power they took out of your 
hands they were to put it in 5am Boyd’s hands? 
A.— Yes, sir. 

Q.—And that wasdone? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Did you ever talk to Mr. Boyd about this 
breaking of gambling and lottery since he was ap- 
pointed? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q—And he still has that power? A,—No, sir. 
The board on last Tuesday regulated that 
matter. Mr. Boyd told me if a gamb- 
ling house opened up in this town that 
he, would break t up as soon as 
he &ula get the evidence.

I asked 
him what was the matter. “Well,” he said, “they 
don’t like you and the are determined 
to get you out. I did not think that Maj. Caruth 
had anything against me, because he was the one 
that brought me where I am now—his infiuenee, 
ai least—and Mr. Kerwin told me that Mr. Caruth 
was one of the men that wanted me out. 

.Q.—Can you give any reason for it? A.—No, 
sir; except this element they are connected with. 

.—Whai element? A.—Ed. Butler. and Joe 
Mcintyre and McChesney, but I think he has a 
hand in it; but MeIntvre and Butler has. from 
what Mr. Caruth has told me alsp. : 

Q.—Did Mr. Kerwin, while talking to you in 
this way, tell youabout any meeting they had 
about this matter? A.—Yes, sir 

Q.—Tell us what you know about this matter? 
A.—On last Tuesday or Wednesday—I can’t, I 
can't remember which—unfortunately for me I 
made no notes of this thing—they met, Mr. Ca- 
ruth, Mr. Kerwin, Ed Butler, Joe McIntyre ana 
Dr. Lutz, and at the meeting they discussed the 
question how they coula get shut of me. That is 
Mr, Kerwin’s story to me. 1 don’t know 
where the meeting was held. Hedid not tell me 
Ed Butier made the remark I must go. Dr. Lutz 
said: “Yes; we can’t do anything with that 
fellow.” 

Q.—This is what Mr. Kerwin told you? A.— 
This is what Mr. Kerwin told me avout this 
meeting, and Joe McIntyre says: “Yes, he has 
got to go, we can’t do anything with him at all.” 
Mr. Kerwin says he turned on Joe McIntyre and 
told him that he made him what he was, and also 
tola Butler that he done more for 
him than he done for his own brother. ‘Now,” 
he says to Caruth, “you brought him from Caron- 
delet; he would not consent to anybody but 
you: bow you turn on him in this way; you wont 
turn your hand, and he told me once that he had 
Saved $200, and he was willing to tear it up and

Q.—What character of men did they put in the 
place of them? A.—Well, there are some that I 
don’t like at all as police officers. There is 
oneé man iin _ particular that I remember 
His name was Ryan. He was dropped at the 
time and he deserved it long ago. He was a 
drunken sort of fellow, and they put him back 
instead of this man Seaman, who hardly ever 
drinks. 

Q.—Did you talk to Mr. Kerwin about giving this 
list to Butier? A.—I did. I told him itt was a 
d—d outrage; that Mr. Butler had no more right 
to see it than any other citizen; and he told me 
to let him have it. I toid him he could have it, he 
was entitled tolt. He said he wantedit to sub- 
mit to Mr. Butler. I toid himit was a d—-d out- 
rage; that Mr. Butler had no more right to see it 
than any one else. 

Q.— Who was it on that list that was obnoxious 
because he was a Republican? A.—Hotchkiss. 
Well, I don't know. He has never been brought 
buck, at any rate, 

Q.—Did you have any conversation with Mr. 
Caruth? A.—Well, it was mentioned in his pres- 
ence, and he made the remark, “A d——d kepub- 
lican.” Another instance: My private secretary 
got on adrunk. I fired him out completely, and 
when I came to look at it | was powerless. He 
had been put there by the Cupples board before I 
came in, I waited until the board met, and I re- 
ported to the board that I could not get along with 
iim, and I recommended Miller to take his place. 

Q.—Who was your secretary? A.—-William H. 
Willams. Well I put Miller there, and Miller 
was a patrolman. He was drawing $109 per 
month, and they had to promote him to the rank 
of secretary of the chief, so that they can pay him 
this. They cannot pay a patrolman but $75, and 
they had to promote him, which is just and 
right. Miller had been there two or three days, 
and Mr. Kerwin said that Lutz objected to him. 
I said, ‘Why does he object?” and he said that 
Caruth had objections to bim. I went down to 
Mr. Caruth and lasked him why he had objec- 
tions to him. He said he wasa d—n Republican 
and Isaia I didn’t care about that. I had to have 
aman whom I could trust. He said it made no 
difference. If he wasa Republican he could not 
get there, and I met Mr. Kerwinthe next day 
and he said to go and see Dr. Lutz about it an 
see what the trouble was. I went down and he 
said that he was a Republican. I said, “This is 
not a question of politics. Thisisa body of men 
that are appointed not because of their politics. 
What other objection have you to him?” He 
said, “The Captain says he is not competent.” 
I said “‘Who is competent to judge, the Captain or 
Chief?’ He said, “You have three men to take 
from—Williams, Dunnigan or MeFarland.” I 
said, “OL two evils L will choose the least.” So I 
took Williams and he is there now and I am pow- 
erless. These are some of the evils I have to 
contend with. 

Q.—Was thereany officer dismissed? A.—Yes, 
sir. Officer Johnson. 

Q.—What was 
A.—He was charged with frequenting 
bawdy houses. The charge was_ sufficient 
and 1 went to the Board to intercede for him. 
He was imposed on by certain parties here, and I 
told him I would stick to him if he was right, and 
Iwent to Mr. Caruth to intercede for him, and 
he sald ‘‘He isad—n Republican.” I said, ‘‘Mr. 
Caruth, that is not enough to dismiss him,” and 
he said, “Well, there is enough here to dismiss 
him on,” and he said, “I remem the 
time when he was walking--Main street 
when he had $5 bills to bet that Garfieid would 
be elected. Idon’t want any such man as that.’’ 

Q.— What other charge was made against him ? 
A.—Frequenting bawdy house. That was enough 
to dismiss bit. 

Q.—Was he dismissed by you or the Board? A. 
—Every man is appointed and dismissed by the 
board. 

Q.—Were the charges preferred against him 
by you? A.—Yes, sir. I did prefer charges 
against him of frequenting baway houses. 

Q.—And he was dismissed on these charges? 
A.—I am satisfied if the man was a Democrat 
and half a man, that the charges would not have 
stuck, 

Q.—Any other dismissals that you were con- 
nected with at the same time? A.—I can’t re. 
member. 

Q.— Herbert—what about him? 
a long time getting him out. 

Q.—Where was he? A.—He was first employed 
by the Circuit Attorney. Thatis, the Board em- 
ployed him and turned him over to the Circuit At- 
ney, and after they got through with their labors 
and had a vacation, he was assigned to 
duty in_ the office. It appeared that 
Gov. Crittenden} complained about, him that he 
shadowed him, followed him, and Mr. Kerwin 
said that he would have to go, because the Gov- 
eruor did not want him. I said, “Gentlemen, you 
will -have to a charges against him 
if you want to remove him.” and when this reduc- 
tion came he happened to be one of them. 
I recommended him to go, because he was not in- 
tended for the office. The first man I picked out 
to go was Tom Hennessy, and that would nots do 
at all,and then they suggested Herbert, and of 
course I had to file him on the list. 

Q.—He was dismissed? A.—He was dropped. 
Yes, sir. 

Q.—Chief, what changes were made in the force 
since you have been in charge of it, at the instt- 
gation of McEntire or Butier? A.—I could not 
enumerate them, they are so many. 

Q.—Can you give us some ot the prominent 
ones? A.—I can’t remember. When Cap- 
tain McDonald was assigned to the Third Dis- 
trict; there was considerable confusion before. 
while Captain Frangei had charge of the District, 
and I suggested the change to Mr. Kerwin and he 
saia, “it will be done.” It seems he had some 
trouble himself, down on the levee, fichting, and 
when I suggested the change, that Capt. Huepbler 
come down to the Third District, Price to the 
Fourth, Frangel from the Third to the First, 
and Captain MeDonald to go to _ the 
Fifth :District, they would not have jit. 
When the change was made I knew nothing 
about it until I saw the proceedings of the board— 
that Captain McDonald had been changed with 
Captaiu Frangel. That ended the changes. 

.—You believe from what came under your 
observation that Butler and McEntire both run 
the board—is that about it? A.—That is my con- 
victian. sir, but I am not positive about it. Butl 
have Seen so much tnat I am led aimost to be sure

Q.—Have ate had any conversation—although

the money for the next campaign.” I said, 
“D—n your campaign. I don’t care about that.’ 

Q.—How did you interpret that interview? 
A.—It simply meant this. If 1 would consent to 
it that gambling wevid open up in full blast, and 
I, to a certain extent, would be werless; some- 
aw would get paid for it, can’t say who 
would. . 

Q.—Did you, as 4 man of common 
sense, interpret that to mean to be an offer to 

ribe you? A.—No, sir. I can hardly understand 
it that way, for if Ledid, he and I would get out 
of the window ther, or I would get him out. 
I interpreted it this way. The man was feeling 
me. It was nota bribe. I did not far enough. 
I forced the thing too quick. I think if I had 
worked it right I might have got the bribe. 

Q.—It was an attempt to bribe? A.—Yes, sir, 
an attempt. He felt me on the subject.. I think 
these men brought me for that sees. 
thought they could use me 
I was too hard a nut to 


the matter with him? 


A,—They were 
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out that Price was siding with the company ana 
oppressing these men, and he brought them 
to my office and wanted Ww prefer 
charges against him, and I told him"‘no, you can't 
do that, you are only harassing this officer; you 
can’t do that.” 


Q.—Do you know anything about Kintead’s 
resignation? What caused that? A.—I don’t 
know, sir, what caused that Mr. 
Kinkead told me the other day 
that bis resignation was held by Mr. McChesney. 

Q.—That is, pefore he resigned he had his res- 
ignation, which he con!d produce at any time? 
A.—Yes, sir. (Witness produces a paper.) There 
is the rirst note I ever kept since I have been in 
the police department. I am sorry to say.

Q.—What is it , Chief. 

A.—A conversation that I had witn Kinkead to 

ay. 
Q.—Read It. 

A.—(Reads) Mr. Kinkead told me that Me. Lutz 
had received $100 to .put some man on 
the force. The mano was put 
on and Lutz was paia the $100 by athird party. 
Afterwards a demand was made for another $100, 
and the party came to me (that is Kinkead), about 
it, and [ toid him not to pay another cent. Kin- 
Kead further said that the oniv thing he waa 
ashamed of was that McChesney held 
his resignation.” Ihave been in the department, 
since last August, and it is the first trick of the 
kind ITevyer donein my life, to Keep a note ona 
man; but those men are determined to down me, 
nv matter what it costs. They won’t have an 
honest man there. 


Q.—That is perfectly right. That was told you 
by Mr. Kinkead to-day ? A.—Yes sir, and he also 
says that thé letters in connection with it are in 
the hands of a certain party, but he did not tell 
me who those parties are.

Hoadly’s Mzjority Estimated at 
from 2,000 to 3,000. 


The Ohio Democrats Confident and the 
Republicans Barely Hopeful—The Leg- 
islature in Doubt—Prohibition Likely 
Triumphant—-The lowa Struggle.

CINCINNATI, OH10, October 10.—This is a sad 
day for the Republicans. They are now engaged 
in reflections upon the causes of this Waterloo.

The chief cause, 
they say, Was apathy among Republicans in the 
Western reserve. Thatpart of the State went

The latest edition of the Commercial Gazette, 
this morning, says ‘The impression prevails that 
Hoadly is elected Governor by from 5,000 to 8,000 
majority. Full returns may change the figures 
and give us a different result, but the outlook is 
pot favorable.

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house table may give good, well-cooked fuod, 
but you are obliged to meet and be polite to 
eopie you do not care for, whom you detest, 
n fact. Then 1 was deprived of mygwife’s 
company, which, strange a3 it may @em, I 
still appreciate. Well, that year, by close 
economy and many deprivations, I came out 
abeuteven. The next year I hired rooms 
and had my meals sent in from a restaurant. 
But this life was very unsatisfactory. I had 
to take my breakfast at a certain hour, 
whether I wanted it or not,and my dinners 
were served at the same time every day, 
and they were nearly always cold 
when brought. But a member of 
Congress cannot always be at his din- 
ner at the exact time. The House may sit 
late, or there may be a caucus ora commit- 
tee meeting, or you may be detained by con- 
stituents or a dozen things may happen to 
detain you. Weill, last winter, as you know, 
I took a furnished house and brought my en- 
tire family here. i shut up my house at 
home, but, great Cesar! my expenses drove 
me wild, though | tried to live very quietly 
and cheaply. WhatIshall do this winter 
heaven only knows. I suppose I must go 
back to the boarding-house. A Congress- 
an’s life is but a dog’s life after ail.’’ 

And my friend said nothing but: the truth. 
Congress is certainly no place for a poor 
ma. Lf he has a family he can hardly make 
both ends meet, even though he does not en- 
tertaln. x

The “Oil Spot” in the Gulf of Mexico— 
The Mosquito’s Elysium. 
From the New York World. 

Lieut. Stamm, of the revenue-cutter An- 
drew Jolinson, gave the following description 
of the remarkabie ‘‘oil spot” in the Gulf of 
Mexico, about which there has been much 
discussion among scientists recenily: 

‘lhe oil spot is situated about ten miles 
south of Sabine Pass, into which flows the 1 
Sabine River to the Gulf of.“Mexico, and it 
extends two miles along shore and seaward 
abeut three-quarters of a mile.’ 

‘There is nothing remarkable about its 
appearance during calm weather, but in a 
gaie, When roiled, it assumes a reddish hue 
a <isthick and muddy, The greatest depth 
where comparative quietude reigns while 
the elements are at war is twelve feet, so 
that none but vessels of moderate dranght 
canenter. Ihave with very little effort froin 
one of the ship’s boats pushed a pole thirty 
ieet in length down into the soft stratum. 

A storm from the northeast, by way of 
east to southeast has a rake of from three to 
seven hundred miles across the Gulf of Mex- 
ico into this mystic haven. During a gale 
the spot is wonderfully defined. Looking 
seaward the scene is grand: An acre of 
towering foarn marks the abrupt dissolution 
of the iashing seas as they thunder towards 
the shore. This occurs in about three fath- 
oms or eighteen feet of water, from which 
the storni-driven craft, creaking and strain- 
ing in every timber, emerges and suddenly 
finds herself reposing like a child rocked in 
its mother’s arms, hemmedin by a wall of 
wrath where the weary mariner can be lulled 
to rest by the roar of the winds. 

“I have frequently seen the decks of the 
vessel scrubbed with the mud from this 
spot. Itis soapy and its cleansing proper- 
ties remarkable, ‘There are no streams in 
the locality emptying into the gulf, and the 
mud of the Sabine River to the northward 
contains none of the properties here found. 
lf there is oil it comes from the bottom sur- 
face. The place is termed the ‘oil spot,’ not 
from any known analysis of its nature, but 
simply iroin its condition; it has no troubled 
water. During three-fourths of the vear the 
neighborhood of the oil spot is the Olympus 
of the mosquito.”

po ust before and on the noon call, 
ut jumping up sharply just afterwards.

I can go farther and state that l, 
like him, am oppressed with the voluminous de- 
tails within my reach, all of which are to be ex- 
amined thoroughly and sifted conscientiously be- 
fore I can present them to the world witn the un- 
deniable stamp of truth. 

If your Excellency would,for only a moment, 
look through your own eyes instead of those 
which so gorgeously bedizen the tail feathers of 
the peacock usually overhanging your brow, you 
would be amazed at the vast labor which is mine, 
in attempting to play the part of Boswell to your 
Johnson. Here JI sit, surrounded with letters, 
newsapers, and affidavits from every section of 
the State—all from Democrats— 

NOT ALONE FROM THE BETRAYED LEADERS 
who have been twitted with your malefactions on 
every rostrum in Ohio, Indiana, Iowa and Kansas, 


but from the bone and sinew of the party, each 
clamoring that I should give public expression to 
their disgust. Your Excellency will Nyon, imi- 
agine how difficult this is to do, and will probably 
deprecate my hardihood in attempting so super- 
human a task. 

In my defence, I may allege that Iam still 
oung—about your own age—and as the great

On the 7th inst., four 
days tater, a heavy electric storm broke over the 
vessel. There was no thunder but the lightning 
flashed from all parts of the compass.

No matter at what por- 
tion of the bod the current struck, 
we could feel it run down our arms and leave us 
at the finger tips. The storm broke about2 
o'clock in the morning and lasted seyeral bours.
